10 o clock’ this morning; by word of 
mouth, over the telephone, and by private 
telegraph wires, that a notice had been post- 
edon the doors of the Produce Exchange 
Trust company that. the institution had sus- 
pended payment and closed its doors. 

To nine-tenths of Wall street the news 
ame as a surprising and most disagreeable 
shock, while the remaining tenth knew that 
‘the failure was imininent and had as far as_ 
possible prepared for the worst. 

Neo news could ha've been more unwelcome 
at this particular time, for rarely in recent 
years have the speculative security markets 
been’ in such a‘ sensitive position, respond-— 
ing in an exaggerated manner to all sorts of 
yumors, whether breed on fact or untruth. 

On Saturday, however, it was stated in the 
most positive terms that the bank examiner 
had visited the Pro@uce Exchange Trust 
company and requested its officers to pro- 

‘@uce the tmstitution’s assets in order that 
he’ could determine its exact condition and 
ability to continue. 


Known as Weak Spot. 

For months this company has been. made 
the cause of gossip, and has been referred 
to as the “ weak upot’’ in the trust com- 
pany situation. It was considered by con- 
servative bankers *o be somewhat in ad-. 
Vance of the times, and its management did 
not evoke that approval which is usually 
conceded to a powerful bank. Its President, 
Turner Beall, is probably the youngest trust.

_ New York, Dec. 18.—Panic conditions de- 
veloped on the Stock Exchange this after- 
noon with the imperative need of money <e- 
veloped by the violent contraction in values. 
Stocks were being thrown over without the 
slightest regard to the price they would 
bring and at distressing sacrifice of values. 
No end to the helplessness of the situation 
seemed in sight, when, in the last half hour 
of the market, some $10,000,000 was offered 
on the Stock Exchange by the concerted 
action of the clearing-house banks to force 


‘the rate arbitrarily down to 6 per cent with- 


out regard to the distracted bidding at 


} higher rates which was being done by other 


brokers for distressed Operators. — 

The collapse in the money rate checked the 
decline and drove the bears to cover. The 
recoveries produced by their urgent bidding 
were almost as violent as the declines had 
been, but the losses Were by no means en- 
tirely retrieved. Large offerings of stocks 
continued at the rally, and at some points 
of the list prices broke anew before the close, 
making the closing exceedingly irregular 
and unsettled. The excitement continued to 
the end, with sentiment looking forward 
anxiously for the developments ‘of another 
day. The seriousness of the crisis has called 
forth the best efforts of powerful and con- 
servative financial interests, which are 
busy. concerting tjeasures to tide over the 
money difficulties, which, by reason of their 
extent and the importance of the interests 
involved, threaten to’ affect the country’s 
business interests, ess obstacles are op- 
posed. .

Lansing, Mich., Dec. 18.—[Special.J—As a | 
> gesult of grand jury investigations the State 


Military board is alleged to have sold during 
last ‘July to the Illinois Supply company 
of Chicago for $10,500 absolutely new cloth- 
ing, tents, and other Quartermaster stores, 
which inventoried more than $53,000, and 
immediately purchased the same goods from 
the Henderson-Ames Manufacturing com- 
pany of Kalamazoo, paying therefor more 
than $60,000. It is admitted the Henderson- 
Ames company and the Illinois Supply com- 
pany are the same. 

The records of the Military board show 
that at a meeting held June 30 the Quarter- 
master General was instructed to confer 
with the Governor and Board of State 
Auditors relative to the sale of these stores, 
but it does not appear that these instructions 
were ever carried out. At a meeting held 
in Grand Rapids July 17, at which Quarter- 
master General White and Inspector Gen- 
eral Marsh were present, if the records are 
correct, a resolution providing for the sale. 
of these stores was adopted; and another 


providing for the purchase of al- 
most the same number of precisely 
the same class of stores was adopted. 


Letters were written to companies dealing 
in this class of goods, including the Ilinois 
Supply company of Chicago and th . Hen- 
derson-Ames Manufacturing com of 
Kalamazoo, Mich. asking forbids. 
Within two days the Chicago company, 
which, it is said, had never examined the 
goods, offered in a letter signed by Addison 
¢. Cobb, manager, $10,500 for the entire 
quantity, and this offer was at once ac- 


‘cepted. The money was received two days 


later, and the shipment, which amounted to 
four full carloads, was immediately mente. 


Suspicions of J ury Aroused. 
The letters from the Illinois Supply com- 
pany increased the suspicions of the jury, 


which were first aroused by the discovery 


that all of the goods sojd were absolutely 
new, never having been used} whereas the 
voucher, accounting for the receipt of the 
money, filed. with the Auditor General, stated 
the money was received from the sale of 
second-hand goods. The letters were writ- 
ten on txe cheapest sort of letter heads, 
no street number or other location except 
* Chicago” given. 

Investigation by the Sheriff revealed the 
fact the goods were receipted for in Chicago 
by Cobb, who is an employé of the Chicago 
Beach Hotel, that the freight was paid by 
him, and the cars, without being opened, 
were ordered forwarded to the Henderson- 
Ames company, Kalamazoo. 

At Kalamazoo it was gleaned from the 
evidence this company receipted for the 
cars, unloaded the goods, and carted them 
to a special warehouse several squares dis- 
tant from their regular place of business. 
‘It is claimed they were unpacked, the old 
tags removed and new ones sewed on, the 
goods repacked and shipped to Lansing to 
fill a contract, and this contract it said to 
have been given by the military authorities 
for goods with which to equip the National 
Guard. After the sale to the Illinois Supply 
company was made the military authorities 
advertised for bids for stores with which to 
equip the National Guard. Several were 
received, the last and lowest being from the 
Henderson-Ames company. This was ac- 
cepted, the pontract prices being about $60, - 
800. 

Company Admits the Facts. § 
- ‘The evidence shows both the sale and pur- 
chase was made by Samuel N. Bickerstaff, 
a representative of the Henderson-Ames 
company, who a few weeks previous to these 
transactions had been appointed a member 
of the Board of Control of the Michigan 
Asylum for the Insane by Governor Pin- 
gree. Bickerstaff admits the entire transac- 
tion as above detailed, and his testimony 
is corroborated by that of Cashier Tomlin- 
son, Bookkeeper Sodergren, Shipping Clerk 
Smith, and other persons connected ite 
the Henderson-Ames company.

He is a fine figure of a man, sturdy and stal- 
wart, hardly as light in physique and agile in 


' movement asa hero should be. He has grace 


and the sense of the picturesque in dress 
and manner. He is a good actor, energetic 
and emphatic in gesture, There is intelli- 
gence and a grasp of character significance 
in what he does. No other Romeo has $0 well 
acted the scene in the ballroom of the Capu- 
lets. This Romeo wore his mask. He feared 
recognition. He was anxious to aveid the 
scandal of a discovery of his reckless incur- 
sion into the home of his enemy. He was 
throughout the scene a gallant, true to his

Alvarez’s voice is uneven in quality. The 
lower register is coarse, the middle is agree- 
able, the high is pure tenor, sweet and 
strong. In phrasing Alvarez is ict but 
often rude. He sings with deep feeling. 

Luckily he was true in the love duet—the 
balcony scene—and in the chamber scene. 
His voice in both of these passages of amor- 
ous fervor, one of the lover, the other of the 
husband, was rich and throbbing with pas- 
sion. 

In brief, Alvarez an impression 
which may be changed one way or the other 
by subsequent performances.

GRANTS TEN YEAR LEASE 


MILWAUKEE COUNCIL PASSES THE 
STREET RAILWAY ORDINANCE. 


- 


Bitter Fight Before Vote Is Reached— 


Amendments Tone Down Effect of 
Measure—C. M. Paine Offers $100,000 
for Franchises—< The Tribune’s ” 
Suggested Change Is Adopted—Citi- 
“seme Declare Matter Not 
Flaw May Kill Bill, 


Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 18.—[Special.]—The 


street railway Aldermen this evening car- 


ried through the Council the ordinance ex- 
tending the franchises for ten years. The 
hours for which twenty-five rides can be 
had for $1 were made from 5:30 to 8 a. m. 
and from 5 to to 7 p.m. The clause fixing 
the rate of fare was changed from “ shall 
be five cents ”’ to ‘* not to exceed five cents.”’ 
There were a few minor changes made af- 
fecting the streets on which the new fran- 
chises are granted. 


. Flood of Amendments Presented. 


The failure of the opposition to carry the 
matter over to the next meeting caused the 
introduction of a flood of amendments. 
There were fifty amendments introduced. 
The most important of these was one pro- 
viding for the submitting of the question to 
a vote of the people, one granting an imme- 
diate four-cent fare on Sundays and holi- 
days, one by which the city reserved all of 


the rights which it has under the old ordi-’ 


nance, one compelling the street railway to 
pay $0,000 for the damages to the property 
by the building of the Holton street viaduct, 
and others providing a number of regula- 
tions for the company which are similar to 
those which obtain in other cities. All were 
debated at length, but were all rejected. 


Concessions Are Forced. | 
The amendments of Alderman Schranck 
changing the fare regulation to “ mot to ex- 
ceed five cents” and increasing the hours 
at which the low fare will prevail, were 


adopted. This came as a concession from. 


the railway company to the Aldermen, as 
they could not hold their forces in line un- 
less they were granted. Aldermen Dengel, 
Schranck, and Hill are reported to have re- 
fused to vote for the oMinance unless these 
concessions were made. Mayor Rose was 
at work all day with the Aldermen. 


Offers Fortune for Franchises. 


Early in the day Cassius M. Paine offered 
the city $100,000 for the franchises over the 
same streets as the Milwaukee Street Rail- 
way company. He stated he was not in the 
street railway business. but that he knew 
the franchises which it was proposed to 
give away were worth at least $1,000,000. 
He offered a certified check for $25,000. 
Mayor Rose refused the offer, saying the 
franchises were worth fifty times what was 
offered. The Mayor immediately reported 
the offer to the street railway representa- 
tives, who immediately prepared the amend- 
ments which were introduced by Alderman 
Schranck. If they could not carry the ordi- 
nance with these amendments it was re- 
ported they were willing to conced? an im- 
mediate four-cent fare all day. 

Alderman Stevens made a statement show- 
ing the defects of the ordinance, saying it 
gave away all the rights of the people in new 
franchises without @Gompensation. He said 
it was a piece of vicious legislation and 
should not be rushed through the Council. 
There would be nothing lost to the city or 
the people if it was allowed to go to a vote 
of the people. 

The ordinance will now go over until the 
next meeting of the Common Council, when 
it will come up for final action. 

It is the intention of the people to take the 
ordinance into the courts. The action to- 

‘ht, while regarded by the representatives: 
of the company as an unqualified victory, is 
in reality a partial defeat. The company did 
not get a vote on its origina! ordinance. The 
amendment to read, “ not to exceed five 
cents,’ took the meat out of the company’s 
contention. It wanted to have the rate of 
fare definitely fixed, as much as it wanted 
the new franchises and the extension of the . 
olé ones. Cassius M. Paine, the chairman of 
the sti =f Ways and Means committee, 
said tonig 

“ This fight is not ended. It has only be- 
gun, and we will not let up. The Milwaukee 
company will not be allowed to get the bet- 
ter of the people. Every resource at our 
cornmand will be used to give the people 
what they want, a low fare without any ex- 
tensions of concessions.’’

SAYS BILL IS A MISTAKE. 
Senator Cullom Explains How He Came 
~ to Introduce Measure Wiping Out 

Pension Disabili 


Ill., Dee. 18.—[Special,]—Senator 

Sullom introduced a bill in the Senate re- 
eently providing for the wiping out of the 
pension disabilities of certain soldiers dur- 
ing the civil war. This meastire having 
been severely criticised, Captain D. L. Am- 
brose of Canton wrote to Senator Cullom in 
regard to the matter, saying if the bill was 
as represented it would certainly, be de- 
nounced by the honorable record soldiers. 
This morning’ & reply was received from 
Senator Cullom, in which he says; 

‘ Not until I had introduced the bill, which 
had been handed to me, did I really take in 
its scope. I am of the opinion the billisa 
mistake,«as it goes too far. I told the chair- 

man of the Committee on Military Affairs, 
to which the bill was referred, that, in my 
judgment, it ought not to pass, and he said 
he would report it back adversely, This is 
the situation, and while there aré many old 
soldiers who cannot get a pension because 
of some sort of technical charge of deser- 
tion in their record, I think this bill is 
wrong, and have said so to the commit- 
tee, or several members of it.”’ ah 


| CHICAGO MAN DIES AT FRESNO. 


| Fierman Church, Who Was Once a

Mayor Hartison took occasion at the meet- 
ing of the City Council last evening to speak 
publicly of the condition of the sidewalks 
in Michigan avenue north of Randolph street 
and the manner in which they are obstructed 
by the firms doing business there.. The mat- 
ter came up during the discussion of the 
offer of Reid, Murdoch & Co. to pay $600a 
year for tts platform over the sidewalk in 
Market street, some of the Aldermen think- 


the Mayor said: 

“ To my mind the firm ought to be thanked 
for doing what it has done; and so relieved 
the blockade of the sidewalk, Take the case 
of Michigan avenue. There firms like 
Sprague, Warner & Co. use the sidewalk 
to load and unload goods so that traffic not 
only for pedestrians but teams as. well is 
practically. impossible. It is an outrageous 
condition, and something ought to be done 
to remedy it.’’ 

The price of $600 for Reid, Murdoch & Co. 
was agreed on. The matter was one of 
many in an omnibus ordinance fixing the 
price of compensation for similar privileges, 
and Alderman Math tried to include in it, as 
an amendment, the old agreement made be- 
tween Mayor Swift and the Union Loop. fix- 
ing the compensation for that franchise. 
He claimed it would legalize it, but the 
Council voted it down. 

_ City to Seek Canal Peeve. 

On motion of Alderman Butler [Twenty- 
seventh], the Special Committee on Water 
Power, of which he ts chairman, was author- 
ized to go ahead with negotiations with the 
Drainage Trustees for the rental by the 
city of water power expected to be developed 
by the drainage canal on a basis ofa price of 
$5 a horse-power per annum, the city to pay 
the cost of developing. The resolution pro-. 
vides the contract is not to be binding until 
it has been ratified by the Council. . 

Wants Dr. Andrews to Resign. 

Alderman Cullerton put in a resolution re- 
citing the fact that Superintendent of 
Schools Andrews on Sunday had made an ad- 
dress on the situation in south Africa in 
which he took sides with the Hoers, and, 
after claiming that such an address by a per- 
son in his position showed a want of tact 
and “ lack of good judgment,"’ asked that he 
send in his resignation. Aldermen Alling 
and Badenoch made speeches in defense of 
Dr. Andrews, and Alderman Cullerton had 
his resolution at length sent to bist Commit- 
tee on Schools.

Then Alderman Coughlin followed with a 
preamble asserting there was great doubt 
as to when the twentieth century really 
began and asking the Mayar and Judiciary 
committee to make a ruling on the matter 
This was greeted with cat-calls and all sorts 
of supposedly humorous suggestions. Al- 
derman Conlon immediately had passed an 
order providing for the establishment of a 
new standing committee to be named as 
the Committee on ‘‘ Talk and Wind.” All 
resolutions referring to matters with which 
the Council has nothing to do are to be re- 
ferred to this committee without debate, 
and it has instructions never to meet and 
never to report. 

“It ought to prove a wre committee,” 
remarked the Mayor. . | 


Asks for Graded Fares. 

Alderman Alling introduced an order which 
was referred to the proposed special com- 
mittee on street railways which began with 
a preamble claiming the extension of street 
railways had depreciated the value of prop- 
erty in wards near the center of the city 
by building up territory further out. It sug- 
gested as a remedy that when extension 
franchises are granted, instead of a flat fare 
that the fare be graduated according to the 
distance traveled, so it would cost more 
for a long ride than a short one. 

The Mayor vetoed the order authorizing 
the jappointment of the special committee on 
street railways, so it could be amended by 
striking out the clause providing the rem- 
bership must be evenly divided between the 
various divisions of the city. He explained 
that to form a proper committee he would 
have to select Aldermen reeardiens of their 
residence,

The unwritten 
rule that the leaders of the grand march 
should be unmarried men and women had 
heen broken by President Boldenweck, who 
had become a benedict after his election to 
the executive position.

INSPECT SYSTEM OF TEACHING. 


Board of Education Committee Exam- 
ines Workings of the Method of In- 
structing in German by Sound. 


The system of teaching the German lan- 
guage without the alphabet and without 
grammatical rules, in an experimental stage 
at the Lafayette School, was inspected yes- 
terday by members of the German committee 
of the Board of Education. Many German 
residents of Chicago are not satisfied with 
the new method and members of the com- 
mittee expressed dissatisfaction with it. 

**The pupil opens the door,” said Trustee 
Claussenius, “‘and repeats the German for 
the action, but there is no correction if he 
uses the wrong inflection of the article. He 
may say “die. Thucre”’ or “der Thuere.” 
I don’t think. much of the system.” 

The method was introduced by District 
Superintendent W. W. Speer, under the di- 
rection of Gustav A. Zimmermann, super- 
visor of modern languages, and Miss Mary 
I, Purer, principal of the Lafayette School.

at one time was only 8c below May, as 
against 3i4c at the close on Saturday night. 
Sales of 105,000 bu of No. 1 Northern wheat 
‘demonstrated that the local market was ona 
shipping basis. In like manner export sales 
at the seaboard demonstrated that domes- 
‘tic markets are not out of line with prices 
abroad. With such a basis for values in 
actual conditions the trade began to do some 
theorizing as to the possible effect of for- 
eign political complications on speculation, 
and prices went up promptly. The market 
‘went through calls with scarcely any hesi- 
tion, and the selling by local bears and later 
the selling of long wheat by some of the 
‘prominent local holders gave the market 
‘only a temporary setback. The low prices 
of the day were made right at the opening. 
May wheat sold at 69%c, and that was a 
full half cent over the Saturday close. After 
selling to 70%c the offerings of long wheat 
caused a reaction to 70%c. An advance of 
a full cent from that point was almost un- 
broken by reactions. The close was only Ke 
below the high point. December wheat 
closed 1%c over the last price of Saturday, 
and the failure to respond more promptly to 
the late rally in May wheat was due more to 
lack of trade in it than to anything else. 


New York and Foreign Buying. 


| There was a broad, active market, with 
excellent buying for New York ‘and for- 
eign account, supplemented by the buying 
caused by a general stampede of shorts. It 
was hard to locate any showy individual 
trade, as every prominent commission house 
on the floor was represented. Liverpool's 
strength was naturally a controlling consid- 
eration: Spat wheat was up 4d at the close 
and futures up %@1d. London was up 
%d. Paris was 10 to 15 centimes higher. In 
view of the foreign strength the buying for 
foreign account was considered particularly 
significant. It was not alone of futures, as 
the seaboard confirmed éngagements of 45 
carloads. If it is demonstrated that the im- 
porting countries of Europe require the re- 
maining surplus of the American crop after 
the enormous shipments which have been 
made from all the surplus producing coun- 
tries of the world the believers in higher 
prices of wheat think they will have no 
trouble in establishing their argument. 
Clearances were only moderate for the day 
at 272,000 bu. Primary receipts were not 
much over a third of those over last year 
ut 695,000 bu. . Northwestern receipts were 
552 cars, against 699 a week ago and 1,495 
a year ago. Local receipts are 56 cars, 
against 140 a week ago and 241 a year ago. 
The statistical announcements wére almost 
uniformly favorable to holders. The increase 
in local stocks of 1,179,000 bu led to the ex- 
pectation of a bearish visible supply state- 
ment. The visible increase, however, ‘of 
861,000 bu was not far out of line with esti- 
| mates made last week, and compared fa- 
vorably with 3,821,000 bu increase in 1898. 
The quantity on passage decreased 2,432,000 


World shipments were 5,162,000 bu, or 


nearly one-third less than for the previous 
00 | week or for the corresponding week last 
year. Part of the visible supply increase 
was artificial on account of including sup- 
plies in Chicago elevators. recently made 
regular under the State inspection laws. 
Northwestern cash wheat markets were 
strong. Recognized authorities in the North- 
west say that the country elevator stocks 
have been overstated. The Liverpool stock 
cecreased 78,000 bu during the week, while 
the English visible was reported as increas- 
ing 776,000 bu. The European visible, as re- 
ported by Beerbohm, decreased 320,000 bu. 


Uneasiness Over Weather Forecast. 

The temper of the trade was to look for 
bullish factors. and one was readily devel- 
oped out of the weather forecast. A period 
of rainy weather followed by severe cold 
would emphasize the warnings. recently 
given by agricultural journals as to the 
danger to winter wheat in its present for- 
ward conditions. The break in consols be- 
low par and the action of Liverpool on grain 
futures gave an excellent basis for war scare 
‘enthusiasm. The sample market, with its 
light receipts of wheat, was in a position to 
rally with futures, and more shipping busi- 
ness would have been done but for the sharp 
advances. 

The corn market sympathized with wheat 
and was independently strong on the con- 
tinued Hght offerings from the country. The 
country movement for nearly two months 
has been puzzlingly light. The lightness of 
the movement has been as much a matter 
of comment to the trade as the large volume 
of the wheat movement. It may be thatthe |} 
final returns on the crop will furnish as 
satisfactory an explanation for the move- 
ment in corn as the government report has 
furnished to the movementin wheat. The 
Nebraska Grain Dealers’ association is the 
authority for the claim that the Nebraska 
crop is 176,000,000 bu. This is nearly 50,000, - 
000 bu less than the estimate based on the 
last government averages. It is an esti- 
mate still further below the preliminary 
figures made by railroad officials, but is 
surprisingly closé to the estimates made by 
the Armour elevator people after an inves- 
tigation among Western grain dealers 
while husking was in progress. Clearances 
were again exceptional at 804,000 bu, with 
the primary receipts light. The quantity on 
passage decreased 752,000 bu, while the Liv- 
erpool stock showed some increase. The 
world shipments were about the same as 
a week ago anda yearago. The wet weath- 
er West is naturally a bullish factor with 
the movement so light. Local receipts were 
259 cars. The May range was from 33%c 
‘right at the opening to 331%4c. The shipping 
Gemand was fairly active and the seaboard 
reported 110 loads engaged for shipment. 
There was a fairly good local but small 
outside trade. The important selling was 
that credited to the Cudahys and wasona 

large scale, It probably represented at 
‘Jeast 1,000,000 bu. Liverpool was higher on 
futures but easy on spot corn. 


Free Realizing in Provisions. 


An early advance in provisions was met by 
free realizing sales which closed the market 
at.a net decline of about 10c in pork and 5e 
in lard and ribs. It was a nervous, unsettled 
market with prices covering a wide range. 
The people who realized evidently paid more 
attention to the recent provision trade fail- 
ures and the uneasiness in financial circles 
| than to the war possibilities. An extensive 
line of lard was sold by Wrenn, packers gen- 
erally were fair sellers, and there was some 
letting go credited to the Cudahys. Liverpool 
was off 6d on bacon and 3d on lard. Ship- 
ments of lard and meats were about the same 
as a year ago. Western markets h@i 81,- 
900 hogs against 71,250 a week ugo 82,- 
300 a year ago. Local receipts are 000 
head with an estimate of 39,000 for today, 
The market for live hogs was up 5c to 10c. 

Oats were not much affected by the 
strength in either wheat or corn, but were 
‘fairly strong and steady throughout. Bart- 
lett sold 100,000 bu or so during the day, but 
otherwise there was no big trading.

CORNELL PROFESSOR’S LIFE. 


Compared with John 


Green. 


Reviewed for the York Times Saturday Review by |

. Bince Gcldwin Smith during the first four 


years of the existence of Cornell University 


Yectured in that institution upon English 


history, there seems to be a certain fitness 
in intrusting the consideration of his latest 


historical work, “A Political History of. 
the United Kingdom,”’ to 6ne who is. like him-. 
self, an Englishman and a graduate of Ox- 


ford, and who has in a certain sense suc- 
ceeded him at Cornell. The vigor and elo- 
quence of Mr. Goldwin Smith's teaching left 
its mark deep upon the students of Cornell 


hetween 1868 and 1872; he was one of the dis- 


tinguished band of teachers, men of science 
and men of letters, gathered by Andrew 


=D. White to give an impulse to his new ex- 


periment in education; he has left traditions 
which have become a part of the university, 
and his generous gift of his own historical 
library was the forerunner of the still more 


splendid benefaction of President White. By 
‘frequent visits to Ithaca, Goldwin Smith has 


kept alive the recollection of his former 
connection with the university; he honored 
its faculty by accepting the title of Emeritus 
Professor in 1804, and he has always genér- 
ously encouraged the efforts made to main- 
vain a high standard of history teaching 
there. 

It may be worth while to recall in this ar- 
ticle some of the main facts in the long and 


noteworthy career of the Nestor of English 


historical writers,and to deal rather with 
the life and writings of Goldwin Smith, in- 
cluding an examination of his historical 
method and an estimate of his work as a 
historian, than to attempt a detailed review’ 
of his latest work. A thorough criticism 
would fill too many pages; a partial criticism 
of certain chapters or statements would be 
unfair to.the author; a commentary upon 
his point of view would require at least as 
much space as his own volumes, and the 
reader is more likely to decide whether he 
wishes to read Mr. Smith’s book or not from 
a knowledge of Mr. Smith’s personality 
than from a summary of his form of arrange- 
ment of the well wn facts of English 
history. 

“The friends who urged the writer to 
‘undertake this task know that it has been 
performed by the hand of extreme old age.’’ 
With these words Mr. Goldwin Smith con- 


most important historical work. It is 
true that some few historians have, like 
Ranke, continued their labors until long past 
Zhe allotted years of a busy life, but it 
would be difficult to mention among them 
‘any writer who has at the age of 76 com- 
pleted a book so remarkable for vigor of 
thought and vivacity of stye as ‘‘ The United 
Kingdom: A Political History.” It is difii- 
cult to think of‘ Mr. Goldwin Smith as.a 
man in extreme old age, for his fighting 
qualities and the epigrammatic brilliancy of 
his language are as characteristically 
youthful as ever in his newly published vol- 
umes.

His last service in the political world was 
as secretary of a State convention. When 
Thurlow Weed heard that Mr. Whipple had

Mr. Whipple pursued his theological studies 
with the Rev. Dr. W. D. Wilson, and was 
ordained to the deaconate in Trinity Church, 
Geneva, N. Y¥., Aug. 26,.1849, and to the 
priesthood in Christ's Church, Sackett’s 
Harbor, N. Y., in February, 1850. He was 
called to Zion Church, in Rome, N. Y., in 
1849.

TEPHEN CRANE’S new book im- 
presses one as strong but painful. 
It is called *“‘ The Monster and Other 
Stories’ (Harper). The cruel and 
blind injustice of a fate that repaid 
self-sacrifice with the ironic reward of a 


hideous affliction is the theme of the leading | 


story—a story which reveals the fact that 
this young author’s genius can wander into 
many fields. 

When we first meet Henry Johnson, Dr.

One 
of Henry's chief joys is to parade the streets 
after work hours and listen to the whispers 
of admiration that his fine appearance al- 
ways excites.

There is no truth in the story current tn 
the European Press according to which 
vArchduke Otto’s lengthened trip abroad, 
taken in conjunction with the disposal of his 
racing stud, is the result of some fresh 
scandal in which he has become involved. 
For he has just receiveq promotion to the 
rank of Lieutenant General in the Saxon 
army, following closely upon his elevation 
to the same rank in Austria, He is married 
to a Saxon Princess, a daughter of Prince 
George, the heir apparent to the Saxon 
throne, and this compliment would certainly 
not haye been paid by the Saxon crown 
had the Archduke had any fresh trouble with 
his charming wife, while in the same way 


rank by his uncle, the Emperor of Austria, 
‘had he been guilty of any misconduct suffi- 
ciently serious tO warrant his virtual exile. 
The long and short of the matter is that 
Archduke Otto is in poor health, and that in- 


asmuch as his elder brother, Francis Ferdi- 


able to fulfill the duties devolving upon 
him as heir to the throne, there is no reason 
whatsoever why Otto should not take a hol- 
iday of a year or so. If he does not take it 
now he will be unable to do so for many 
years to come. For the Emperor is now an 
old man, and if anything untoward were to 
happen him, and Francis Ferdinand to suc- 
ceed to the throne, Otto would become heir 
presumptive, end in view of the youth of 
his children prevented from undertaking 
any prolonged foreign tour.
